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Eleanor Roosevelt High 
Named School of Character 


Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) has been hon- 
ored as a 2002 National 
School of Character. The 
award recognizes the school’s 
exemplary work to encourage 
the social, ethical and aca- 
demic development of its stu- 
dents through character edu- 
cation. Roosevelt was one of 
nine schools and one district 
selected in the competition. 

National Schools of Char- 
acter 1s an annual awards pro- 
gram recognizing K-12 schools 
and districts demonstrating 
outstanding character educa- 
tion initiatives that yield posi- 
tive results in student behav- 
ior, school climate and aca- 
demic performance. The pro- 
gram is sponsored and admin- 
istered by the Character Educa- 
tion Partnership (CEP), a na- 
tional nonprofit, nonpartisan 
and nonsectarian coalition 
based in Washington, D.C. 

Partnerships 

The CEP summarized many 
of Roosevelt’s successes. The 
largest high school in Mary- 
land, Roosevelt prides itself 
on its character development 
program, which has trans- 
formed the school with “The 
Roosevelt Way.” The virtues 
for which Eleanor Roosevelt 


was well-known — tolerance, 
humanitarianism and interna- 
tional good will — thrive there. 
The minority population at 
Roosevelt stands at 72 percent, 
and as the percentage of minor- 
ity students has risen, so have 
students’ scores on the Scho- 
lastic Aptitude Test. The num- 
bers of Roosevelt students tak- 
ing advanced placement tests 
is also increasing, as well as 
their test scores. 

Roosevelt initiated its char- 
acter development program 
about five years ago. Commu- 
nity of Caring, based in Wash- 
ington, D.C., helped develop 
the framework that dramatically 
changed the school culture and 
gave students the tools they 
need to be the best they can be 
in all the facets of their lives. 
Barbara Luther, character educa- 
tion chair, recalls that one of 
the group’s first jobs was to 
make sure its goals dovetailed 
with those of the school at 
large and the community. 
There was broad support for 
character education among the 
staff, and staff was required to 
model the character traits that 
the program was designed to 
emphasize.

High School Celebrates 
Eleanor Roosevelt Week

Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School Principal Sylvester 
Conyers received congratula- 
tions from the Greenbelt City 
Council at their September 23 
meeting. Roosevelt had just 
been named a 2002 National 
School of Character, one of 
only nine schools throughout 
the country to be so honored. 

Accompanied by teacher 
Barbara Luther and three stu- 
dents, Conyers also received a 
proclamation from the city de- 
claring the week of October 4- 
11 to be Eleanor Roosevelt 
Week. Mayor Judith Davis 
commented that “as first lady 
[Eleanor Roosevelt] took a 
special interest in Greenbelt. 
She is a fine role model for 


Roosevelt students.” 

The highlight of Eleanor 
Roosevelt Week will be a birth- 
day party at the school on 
October 9 at 7 p.m. All citizens 
are invited to this 118th com- 
memoration of her birthday. 
There will be a speaker on 
Roosevelt’s life as well as mu- 
sical entertainment. 

Three young men who are 
seniors spoke briefly about the 
role that Eleanor Roosevelt has 
had in shaping “The Roosevelt 
Way” at the school. Kendal 
Sparks related that Eleanor 
Roosevelt Week at the school 
gives the students a chance to 
recognize the importance of

ERHS Wins AP Award 


Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School has been awarded the 
2002-2003 Siemens Award for 
Advanced Placement (AP). 
Roosevelt is one of 12 
schools throughout the coun- 
try to win this year’s award. 
The AP program consists of 
college-level courses that are 
given at the high school level. 
Students who pass the AP test 
are awarded college credit for 
the courses. 

The Siemens Award is 


based on a school’s improve- 
ment in participating in the AP 
Program. The award also hon- 
ors high school students for 
their achievement in cumulative 
AP scores in the hard sciences 
as well as high school AP 
teachers for their support and 
contribution to the program. 

The school will receive an 
award of $1,000 that will be 
presented at a conference in 
Atlanta in November. 


Possible New Tenant at Center 
Offers Renovation Prospect 


What appears to be a win- 
win-win situation engaged the 
Greenbelt City Council at a 
worksession on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 18 in the Community 
Center. A win for Greenbelt from 
increased commercial viability for 
the Roosevelt Center. A win for 
George Christacos, owner of the 
Center buildings, for its prospect 
of a desirable, long-term tenant. 
And a win for the potential ten- 
ant, the WMCRP company of 
Landover (Walton, Madden, Coo- 
per, Robinson, and Poness, Inc.), 
a long-standing Prince George’s 
County architectural design firm, 
which describes the location as 
“deal.” 

What is proposed is a long- 
term lease and renovation of the 
office space on the second floor 
of the Center building above the 
Beijing Restaurant and entry of 
the Greenbelt theater. Also be- 
ing considered is the possible 
enclosure of sections of the roof- 
top above the Variety Store and 
the drycleaner’s. 

WMCRP’s Interest 

Two members of the firm, 
Michael C. Poness, design princi- 
pal, and David R. Whaples, direc-

tor of design, described their 
company’s interest in relocating 
in Old Greenbelt. 

In particular the firm likes the 
“accessibility” of the site by 
means of the three major high- 
ways that cut through the city, 
making it easy for company em- 
ployees and their clients to reach. 

In addition, as architects inter- 
ested in historic preservation, 
they also appreciate the city’s 
“historic and architectural charac- 
ter.” Both points are made in a 
September 12 letter by Whaples 
that is directed to council. 

The company, which has oc- 
cupied its Landover site near the 
New Carrollton Metro Station for 
20 years, finds its current space 
larger than it needs, Whaples 
said. It seeks instead something 
between 3,300 to 4,000 square 
feet. Although the Greenbelt 
site, as presently configured, con- 
tains only 2,600 square feet, it 
offers possibilities for an addi- 
tional 600 to 1,400 square feet if 
adjoining rooftop spaces are uti- 
lized. 

New Areas 

By infilling behind the theater 

marquee, the company could cre- 


ate an additional 600 square feet, 
Whaples told councilmembers. 
This addition to the building 
would be invisible from Crescent 
Road and would obscure no sig- 
nificant details of the historic 
Structure. 

Only a very limited view of a 
wall behind the marquee could 
be seen from the entry to the 
Co-op store and the region near 
the Mother and Child statue, as 
Whaples demonstrated with a 
computer-generated view. Coun- 
cilmembers appeared to find this 
element inconsequential. 

Thinking aloud, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin wondered if 
this additional structure might not 
have the advantage of providing 
Space to install an elevator to 
the second floor. In particular, an 
elevator might offer egress from 
the projection room, a problem 
the city has been grappling with 
in connection with its acquisition 
of the theater. Currently some- 
thing like a room without a roof 
stands, McLaughlin said, outside 
the projection room where an exit 
stair gives access to the roof.

Students do not have to be 
16 years of age in order to take 
the GED course. Students are 
eligible to take a GED pre-test 
given at Greenbelt CARES at no 
cost. The actual GED test is 
given by the State of Maryland, 
not Greenbelt CARES. However, 
students who are ready to take 
the test can obtain the applica- 
tion forms from Greenbelt CARES.

The four “universal values” 
chosen to guide students’ behav- 
ior are respect, responsibility, in- 
tegrity and kindness. ‘Teachers 
integrate these values into their 
classes using videos, reading as- 
signments, journal writing and 
other activities. Teachers cite ex- 
amples of good character in his- 
tory and current events and in- 
troduce ethical issues into dis- 
cussions in virtually every topic 
in the curriculum. 

Student Leaders 

A primary goal of the charac- 
ter education program was to 
create student leaders. In a 
school as large as Roosevelt, a 
growing corps of student leaders 
could be the means by which 
character education would gain 
acceptance and thrive. Students 
of Character are selected and talk 
over lunch with Principal 
Sylvester Conyers about charac- 
ter and leadership issues. They 
participate in student forums, 
which are held two or three times 
a year, attended by about 90 stu- 
dents. These students are then 
challenged to be leaders in class- 
room discussions held on a 
school-wide basis three weeks 
later. Forum topics are real-life 
issues, such as sexual harass- 
ment, tolerance and academic 
honesty. 

Mentoring is also key at 
Roosevelt. Many of these rela- 
tionships develop as a result of 
early-morning sessions in which 
teachers help students with their 
assignments; others are nurtured 
in the school’s clubs. “Teachers 
here make an effort to see what’s 
going on with you. They want 
to have an impact on your life,” 
says one student. Also known 
for its sports program, 
Roosevelt’s teams have been 
state champions in many sports, 


but its emphasis on character in 
athletics makes them true win- 
ners. There is an emphasis on 
extracurricular activities as well, 
with almost nine out of ten stu- 
dents participating in at least one 
of the more than 100 school 
clubs. Roosevelt also has a 
strong service learning tradition. 
Last year, a consumer science 
class made more than 500 
monogrammed “Bears That Care” 
for distribution to family members 
of the September 11 terrorist at- 
tacks. The Junior Civitan Club 
sponsors a recycling project;

City Approves CVS 


Greenway Site Plan

According to City Planner 
Kristen Ward, the City of 
Greenbelt has approved a detailed 
site plan submitted by CVS phar- 
macy to relocate their current 
store in Greenway Center to the 
site of the former Royal Gourmet 
restaurant, also located in 
Greenway. The Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission has also approved 
the plan, which had been contin- 
gent on the city’s approval. 

A Prince George’s County 
building permit has also been ob- 
tained by CVS. CVS has filed for 
a city building permit as well and 
is currently making some techni- 
cal revisions suggested by the 
city. It is expected that the city 
building permit will be approved 
after the revisions are completed. 

The plan calls for a drive- 
through window which will front 
on Greenbelt Road. The main en- 
trance to the store will be placed 
on a diagonal between the side 
that faces Greenbelt Road and the 
side that faces All First Bank. 
Demolition of the Royal Gourmet 
building is expected to start in 
approximately 30 days, with a 
hoped-for opening of the new 
pharmacy in April or May of 
2003.

A second area for expansion 
might augment the previous sug- 
gested addition by another 300 
square feet set at right angles to 
the north over the roof of the 
cleaning establishment. Again, 
such an addition would be invis- 
ible from Crescent Road, would 
not obscure significant details of 
the building and would be barely 
visible from the plaza and the Co- 
op entry. 

Finally, another addition, over 
the Variety Store, could be built 
out against the windowless wall 
of the theater but at a lower 
level. Although visible from 
Crescent Road, it would not 
change the building’s silhouette 
and could be seen as an en- 
hancement by cleaning up the 
present debris-laden roof area, 
Whaples pointed out. It would 
not be visible from the plaza or 
from the Co-op. 

Impact on Parking 

Some 11 full-time employees 
would be expected to commute 
by car, the company’s report 
says. Perhaps one or two part- 
time employees year-round and 
one or two summer interns will 
augment the staff. One or two 
other employees would expect to 
walk to the site (including 
Whaples, who lives’ on 
Gardenway) or to use mass tran- 
Sit. 

One to two clients per week 
and one to five consultants per 
week would also be expected to 
visit the facility.

they reported, about their desire 
to rejuvenate and expand this 
portion of the building. 

In response to an inquiry by 
Councilmember Edward Putens, 
Whaples said the firm was con- 
templating removing interior walls 
that are not weight-bearing, leav- 
ing only the perimeter walls and 
some columns. They also plan 
to expose the original construc- 
tion details “as a nice feature,” 
Poness added. He was particu- 
larly intrigued by the curved 
beam at the corner on Centerway 
that was used in the art deco 
structure. 

No changes are contemplated 
with the present doorway en- 
trance below the theater marquee, 
Poness said. “We will tell our 
visitors to buy a ticket but don’t 
go in,” he joked, “and then turn 
right.” 

The company contemplates 
something like a 15- or 20-year 
lease, Poness said. Since they 
would not be owners, they could 
not apply for a construction

loan, but he reported that 
Christacos would be willing to fi- 
nance the improvements. 

How much that would be 
could not at present be esti- 
mated. No structural studies of 
the building have yet been car- 
ried out. “We can be pretty 
Spartan” in such elements as fin- 
ishing, Poness assured council, 
emphasizing the firm’s creativity. 
“We think we can keep down 
the cost for renovation to some- 
thing between $200,000 and 
$300,000.” 

McLaughlin thought the 
State’s Legacy Program, which 
he had already been exploring 
with a focus on the Roosevelt 
Center, might be a possible 
source of funds for renovation. 
Certainly the project fits within 
Maryland’s Smart Growth initia- 
tive. 

As the meeting closed, Coun- 
cilmember Alan Turnbull ex- 
pressed what seemed to be the 
common view: “This would be a 
dream tenant.”

Celebrate a century of conser- 
vation at the third annual 
Patuxent Wildlife Festival on Sat- 
urday, October 5 from 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m. at the National Wildlife 
Visitor Center, Patuxent Research 
Refuge in Laurel. Scheduled ac- 
tivities include behind-the-scenes 
tours of wildlife research areas, 
wildlife conservation tram tours, 
live animal demonstrations, 
guided nature hikes, children’s 
crafts and much more.

A Greenbelt Gardener

Drought contin- 
ues to be the deter- 
mining factor in de- 
ciding what to do 
and how to do it in 
the garden. As gar- 
den tasks are under- 
taken, steps must be Uf 
taken to deal with (i 
the effects of the ( 
drought. 

For example, some 
gardeners plant an autumn veg- 
etable garden. This is the year to 
skip doing this unless you want 
to put in a lot of time and effort 
keeping the seeds and seedlings 
well watered. 

The summer vegetable and 
flower garden is looking tattered 
and spent by now. Most years 
a good harvest of vegetables and 
a good display of flowers would 
continue some weeks yet until 
the first frost. Consider pulling 
up the flowers and planting a 
smaller amount of space with 
cool loving plants like mums, 
rather than let a really beaten- 
looking flower bed continue on. 

In the vegetable garden, con- 
sider starting clean-up earlier this 
year. Pull up drought-zapped 
plants and weed the beds. Veg- 
etable plants that are still in de- 
cent shape should continue pro- 
ducing until first frost, so con- 
tinue to water them. 

An effort should be made 
now to prepare plants to face the 
rigors of winter. Trees and 
shrubs can be weakened by 
drought and then killed by winter 
conditions. Broadleaf evergreens, 
for example, can lose a lot of wa- 
ter to harsh, drying winter winds. 
And in a drought year they go 
into the winter already on the dry 
side. So, even though the sum- 
mer is winding down, continue to 
water the shrubs and trees. This 
will ensure they do not face win- 
ter in a weakened condition. 

The slow drip watering 
method is probably best. Place a 
hose at the base of the shrub 
and barely turn the water on. 
The slow watering is absorbed 
into the soil under the shrub 
rather than running off. 

Flowers 

Take time to enjoy the flowers 
of autumn. To my mind nothing 
is better than a dahlia. The 
plants are easy to grow in full 
sun, but look like nothing much. 
But oh, the flowers. Their in- 
tense shades are only rivaled by 
the rose. The flowers are multi- 
petaled and come in many shapes 
and colors.

Election Change Proposal to Be Heard 


The Greenbelt Board of Elec- 
tions will meet on Monday, Sep- 
tember 30 to hear a presentation 
on representational voting. In 
March, Stephen Jascourt peti- 
tioned the Greenbelt City Council 
to change the method of voting 
at city elections to one he be- 
lieves will be fairer to minority 
voting blocks. The council re- 
ferred his request to the Board of 
Elections for study and advice. 

Presently, all five members of 
the Greenbelt City Council are 
elected at large. To be elected, a 
candidate must be one of the five 
candidates receiving the most 
votes and also receive at least 40 
percent of the votes cast by all 
persons voting. If one or more of 
the five leading candidates fails to 
receive 40 percent of the votes 
cast, a run-off election is held a 
week later for those council posi- 


tions still remaining vacant. At 
that election, twice as many can- 
didates are placed on the ballot, 
on the basis of votes received at 
the first election, as there are 
council positions yet to be filled. 

The mayor is one of the five 
council members. By charter, the 
mayor is chosen by the majority 
of the council. By tradition, the 
mayor is that councilmember re- 
ceiving the most votes at the 
election. 

Jascourt is proposing two al- 
ternative methods: cumulative 
voting, which enables a voter to 
cast a vote each for five candi- 
dates, cast five votes for one 
candidate or distribute the five 
votes among two, three or four 
candidates and choice voting, a 
system which allows voters to 
give preferential ranking to candi- 
dates.

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Peace Meeting Held 


At Buddy Attick Park

In support of Green- 
belt’s Peace Month, 
Bertram Donn intro- 
duced a peace meeting 
in Buddy Attick Park on 
September 22.

Following a 
potluck dinner, attendees listened 
to a talk by Father Roy Bougiois, 
founder of the School of 
America’s Watch and a prisoner 
of conscience, who shared his 
experiences and presented the 
film, ““The New Patriots.” 

Following Bougiois’ talk at- 
tendees watched two films, both 
dealing with correcting injustices 
through non-violent actions. 
The first, produced by Bougiois, 
told the stories of former military 
volunteers, including a Medal of 
Honor winner, who later decided 
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the wars in which they 
willingly participated 
were the result of a 
flawed U.S. foreign 
policy. 

The second film was 
produced by a Christian 
ecumenical organization Sabeel 
(the Arabic word for “the way’’). 
Sabeel is an international organi- 
zation which works through edu- 
cation and international confer- 
ences in an attempt to find a 
non-violent way to resolve the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

The 30-minute documentary 
film, “Stuck with the Truth,” is 
about Palestinian Christians and 
their search for a just peace. 
Scenes were filmed in the occu- 
pied territories of the West Bank, 
including East Jerusalem, with 
scenes of “Women in Black” 
filmed at their Friday demonstra- 
tion in West Jerusalem.
